2020, WITH THE FOLLOWING MEMBERS PRESENT: DAVID L. PAINTER,
PRESIDENT AND CLAIRE B. CORCORAN, MEMBER, EDWIN H. HUMPHREY, VICE
PRESIDENT, ATTENDED THE MEETING VIRTUALLY. THE MEETING WAS
CALLED TO ORDER SHORTLY AFTER 10:00 A.M. BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE
BOARD WITH THE PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE TO OUR FLAG.

LET THE RECORD SHOW THAT THE OCTOBER 28, 2020 REGULAR SESSION WAS
VIDEO RECORDED AND IS AVAILABLE FOR PUBLIC INSPECTION MONDAY
THROUGH FRIDAY BETWEEN THE HOURS OF 8:00 A.M. TO 4:30 P.M. LOCAL
TIME. IN ADDITION, THE REGULAR SESSION IS AVAILABLE FOR PUBLIC
VIEWING THROUGH THE COUNTY GOVERNMENT WEBSITE AT

THE RECORD SHOW: COMMISSIONER PAINTER STATED THAT THE BOARD HAD
REACHED THE COUNTY STAFF/ELECTED OFFICIAL DISCUSSION SECTION OF THE
AGENDA. HE INQUIRED IF THERE WAS ANYONE IN THE AUDIENCE THAT WOULD
LIKE TO ADDRESS THE BOARD.

LET THE RECORD SHOW: JULIANNE NESBIT, HEALTH COMMISSIONER,
CLERMONT COUNTY PUBLIC HEALTH (CCPH), PROVIDED THE BOARD WITH A
BRIEF UPDATE ABOUT THE COVID-19 CASES IN THE COUNTY. MS. NESBIT STATED
CLERMONT COUNTY HAS SURGED FROM ABOUT 62/CASES PER 100K RESIDENTS
ON OCTOBER 1, 2020 TO 210CASES PER 100K POPULATION CURRENTLY, SHE
ANTICIPATES CLERMONT COUNTY WILL MOVE INTO THE RED THIS WEEK DUE TO
THESE NUMBERS AS WELL AS THE INCREASED HOSPITALIZATIONS. MS. NESBIT
NOTED CLERMONT COUNTY CURRENTLY HAS 2,536 TOTAL CASES, 329 ACTIVE
CASES, AND 39 DEATHS, WITH ATOTAL OF 229 HOSPITALIZATIONS AND 29 ACTIVE
HOSPITALIZATIONS.

SHANE KNISLEY, PRESIDENT MERCY CLERMONT, IS ALSO IN ATTENDANCE
TODAY TO PROVIDE THE BOARD WITH AN UPDATE ON WHAT THE HOSPITALS ARE
SEEING: CLERMONT MERCY CURRENTLY HAS 102 PATIENTS, 10 ARE COVID-19
POSITIVE, 7 ARE IN INTENSIVE CARE UNIT (ICU), 4 OF THEM ARE ON VENTILATORS
OF WHICH CLERMONT MERCY HAS A TOTAL 17 AVAILABLE.

MR. KNISLEY PROVIDED THE FOLLOWING DATA: 6,338 TESTS HAVE BEEN
PROCESSED BY CLERMONT MERCY (SOME OF THESE TESTS WERE CONDUCTED AS
A PRE-PROCEDURE TESTING PROCESS) WITH 157 POSITIVES, 56 OF THOSE WERE IN-
PATIENT, 101 WERE OUTPATIENT. CLERMONT MERCY CURRENTLY HAS THE
ABILITY TO RUN RAPID TESTS IN HOUSE, THEY ARE ALSO UTILIZING MERCY WEST
LAB WHICH IS CAPABLE OF RUNNING 400 TESTS A DAY. MR. KNISLEY NOTED AT
ONE POINT THE TURN AROUND TIME FOR TESTING WAS BETWEEN 4 AND 7 DAYS
AND WE ARE CURRENTLY ABLE TO RECEIVE TEST RESULTS IN 1-2 DAYS.

MR. KNISLEY NOTED THAT AS A PART OF THE MERCY HEALTH SYSTEM,
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CLERMONT MERCY HAS BEEN FORTUNATE THEY HAVE HAD ADEQUATE
AVAILABILITY OF PERSONAL PROTECTIVE EQUIPMENT (PPE). HE APPRECIATES
THE SUPPORT OF CLERMONT COUNTY PUBLIC HEALTH DURING THIS PANDEMIC.

THE COMMISSIONERS THANKED MR. KNISLEY FOR HIS TIME AND THE EFFORTS OF
CLERMONT MERCY. COMMISSIONER PAINTER ASKED IF MR. KNISLEY COULD
EXPLAIN FURTHER ABOUT CLERMONT MERCY’S ICU AND NEGATIVE PRESSURE
CAPABILITY. MR. KNISLEY PROVIDED THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION: ICU IS A
MUCH HIGHER LEVEL OF CARE WHERE THE RATIO OF PATIENT TO NURSE IS 2:1.
CURRENTLY CLERMONT HAS ATOTAL OF 16 ICU BEDS, 7 ARE OCCUPIED BY COVID
POSITIVE PATIENTS. IN ADDITION, THERE IS A SECTION OF THE HOSPITAL WHERE
WE CAN ADD 8 ADDITIONAL ICU BEDS IF NECESSARY. THERE IS ALSO A
PROGRESSIVE CARE UNIT WHICH IS A STEP DOWN FROM ICU, IN ADDITION,
MERCY HAS 12 NEGATIVE PRESSURE ROOMS FOR PATIENT CARE. IN THESE
ROOMS THE AIR IS PULLED TO THE OUTSIDE TO REMOVE ALL INSIDE AIR AND
ENSURE GERMS ARE NOT CONTAMINATING THE AREAS OUTSIDE OF THE ROOM.
MR. KNISLEY STATED THEY DO HAVE THE ABILITY TO MAKE ANY ROOM A
NEGATIVE PRESSURE ROOM IF NEEDED.

MR. KNISLEY STATED IN GENERAL PEOPLE ARE WAITING LONGER TO GO TO THE
EMERGENCY ROOM SO PATIENTS THAT DO PRESENT IN THE EMERGENCY
DEPARTMENT ARE SICKER THAN WHAT WE HAVE TYPICALLY SEEN IN THE PAST.

COMMISSIONER PAINTER ASKED MS. NESBIT IF WE ARE SEEING POSITIVE TESTING
PATIENTS WHO ARE NOT PRESENTING WITH SYMPTOMS AS SEVERE AS IN
PREVIOUS MONTHS. MS. NESBIT STATED YOU HAVE TO ALSO LOOK AT THE AGE
DEMOGRAPHIC OF THOSE BECOMING ILL WHEN TAKING THAT INTO
CONSIDERATION, THEY MAY NOT APPEAR AS SYMPTOMATIC OR CRITICALLY ILL.
WHEN WE INITIALLY STARTED SEEING POSITIVE CASES THEY WERE TYPICALLY
HIGH RISK INDIVIDUALS WHO WERE VERY ILL, NOW THAT SERVICES ARE
OPENING BACK UP WE ARE SEEING YOUNGER AND GENERALLY HEALTHIER
INDIVIDUALS TESTING POSITIVE WITH LESS SEVERE SYMPTOMS.

MS. NESBIT NOTED AS WE SEE MORE OF THOSE CASES, WE NEED TO BE VERY
CAREFUL BECAUSE WHAT HAPPENS IS INDIVIDUALS ARE SPREADING THE VIRUS
BECAUSE THEY DON’T FEEL THAT SICK. AS LONG TERM CARE FACILITIES OPEN
TO VISITORS AND WITH HOLIDAYS COMING UP, WE NEED TO TAKE EXTREME
CAUTION WHEN VISITING INDIVIDUALS WHO ARE HIGH RISK, IF YOU HAVE A
SORE THROAT, OR EVEN THE SNIFFLES, PLEASE DO NOT VISIT.

MS. NESBIT NOTED THE NUMBER OF ACTIVE HOSPITALIZATIONS AND DEATH
COUNTS HAVE INCREASED AND PEOPLE NEED TO BE COGNIZANT THEY ARE
SEEING MORE AND MORE CASES IN THE COMMUNITY. FURTHER NOTING THE
POSITIVITY PERCENTAGE RATE HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN ABOUT 4% AND WE ARE
CURRENTLY SEEING THAT PERCENTAGE GOING UP.

LET THE RECORD SHOW: COMMISSIONER PAINTER ACKNOWLEDGED THAT
COMMISSIONER HUMPHREY IS JOINING US VIRTUALLY FROM A REMOTE
LOCATION WHICH IS NOT 101 EAST MAIN STREET, BATAVIA, OHIO.

LET THE RECORD SHOW: THOMAS J. EIGEL, COUNTY ADMINISTRATOR, STATED
THERE ARE SEVERAL MEMBERS OF THE CARES FUNDING FINANCE COMMITTEE
ONLINE TO ANSWER QUESTIONS. MR. EIGEL PROVIDED THE BOARD WITH A
SPREAD SHEET ON EXPENSE PROJECT PLANS FOR CARES RELIEF FUNDING GRANT
MONEY.

STRATEGY 1 — INCLUDES REIMBURSEMENTS FOR COUNTY AND AGENCY
EXPENSES & ENCUMBRANCES SPECIFICALLY AS RELATED TO COVID-19.

STRATEGY 2 — BENEFITS OF COUNTY OUTSIDE GOVERNMENT STRUCTURE FOR
GRANTS TO SMALL BUSINESS RELIEF INITIATIVE, GRANTS TO SCHOOLS,
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CONVENTION AND VISITORS BUREAU (CVB) FOR PROMOTIONS OF CLERMONT
COUNTY DURING COVID AND GRANTS TO NON-PROFITS SUCH AS COMMUNITY
SERVICES, YWCA AND SENIOR SERVICES. JENNIFER HARTLEY, DEPUTY AUDITOR
OF SPECIAL OPERATIONS, CLERMONT COUNTY AUDITOR’S OFFICE STATED SHE IS
WORKING WITH THE CLERMONT COUNTY EDUCATIONAL SERVICE CENTER ON
DEFINING ALLOCATIONS TO SCHOOLS BY POPULATION. SENIOR SERVICES HAS
REQUESTED REIMBURSEMENT FOR PERSONAL PROTECTIVE EQUIPMENT (PPE)
WHICH ALLOWED THEM TO REOPEN AND CONTINUE ADULT DAYCARE SERVICES.

MR. EIGEL STATED HE UNDERSTANDS THERE IS A REQUEST FOR SIGNAGE FOR
FELICITY FRANKLIN SCHOOLS. DISCUSSIONS WITH THE SCHOOL AND THE POLICE
DEPARTMENT ABOUT THE INCREASE IN TRAFFIC IN AND AROUND THE SCHOOL.
THEY ARE REQUESTING CROSSWALKS AND LIGHTS TO MAKE THIS AREA A ONE
WAY STREET DURING MORNING DROP OFF AND AFTERNOON PICK UP TIMES.
COMMISSIONER PAINTER STATED HE RECEIVED UPDATED COST INFORMATION
FROM THE SCHOOL YESTERDAY AND THE ESTIMATES FELICITY FRANKLIN
SCHOOL DISTRICT HAS RECEIVED ARE IN THE AMOUNT OF $36,000.00.

DISCUSSION WAS HELD WITH REGARD TO CONSIDERING FELICITY FRANKLIN
SCHOOL DISTRICT PROJECT AS A SEPARATE PROJECT. BOTH COMMISSIONER
PAINTER AND COMMISSIONER HUMPHREY WOULD LIKE TO SEE THIS PROJECT AS
A SEPARATE LINE ITEM UNDER STRATEGY 2. COMMISSIONER CORCORAN ASKED
FOR CLARIFICATION ON THE CROSSWALKS, LIGHTS AND SIGNAGE.
COMMISSIONER PAINTER PROVIDED IT IS HIS UNDERSTANDING THAT THE
SCHOOL IS ON A MAIN ROADWAY AND DUE TO MORE PARENTS DRIVING
CHILDREN TO SCHOOL INSTEAD OF USING THE BUSES IT IS BECOMING A SAFETY
RISK FOR CHILDREN CROSSING THE ROADWAY DUE TO THE INCREASED TRAFFIC.

PAM HAVERKOS, DIRECTOR, EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT AGENCY, PROVIDED
THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION WITH REGARD TO THE REQUEST FROM
COMMUNITY SERVICES AND YWCA. DUE TO THE SOCIAL DISTANCING
RESTRICTIONS BOTH SAULS HOMELESS SHELTER AND THE YWCA HAVE BEEN
HOUSING CLIENTS IN HOTELS. THEY HAVE ASKED FOR REIMBURSEMENT BACK
TO MARCH 1, 2020 THROUGH THE END OF THE YEAR AS WELL AS OPTIONS FOR
LONG TERM HOUSING SOLUTIONS TO AID IN BEING ABLE TO CONTINUE TO
PROVIDE APPROPRIATE HOUSING FOR THEIR CLIENTS.

SMALL BUSINESS RELIEF INITIATIVE (SBRI) - MICHAEL MCNAMARA, DIRECTOR,
COMMUNITY AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT STATED DURING ROUND 1 OF THE
SBRI THE COUNTY SET ASIDE $500K, WE RECEIVED 81 APPLICATIONS FOR $485K.
DURING ROUND 2 THE COUNTY SET ASIDE ANOTHER $500K, FOR WHICH WE
RECEIVED 40 ADDITIONAL APPLICATIONS FOR $285K. THE AWARD LETTERS FOR
ROUND ONE HAVE BEEN SENT AND WE ARE CURRENTLY IN THE PROCESS OF
REVIEWING APPLICATIONS FOR ROUND 2, TO DATE $730K HAS BEEN REQUESTED
OUT OF THE $1M ALLOCATED TO THE SBRI PROGRAM.

COMMISSIONER PAINTER ASKED WHERE WE ARE AS FAR AS GETTING THESE
BUSINESSES A CHECK. MR. MCNAMARA STATED THE APPROVAL LETTERS HAVE
BEEN SENT, WE ARE CURRENTLY WORKING ON GETTING THEM SET THEM UP AS
VENDORS, CONTRACTS, SIGNED BY ADMINISTRATOR - THEN THE CHECKS CAN BE
CUT.

STRATEGY 3 — INCLUDES ITEMS SUCH AS THE INSTALLATION OF THERMAL
IMAGING CAMERAS IN COUNTY BUILDINGS, RADIOS FOR THE COMMUNICATIONS
CENTER, WHICH MR. EIGEL ASKED MR. KISKADEN TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL
DETAIL. JOHN KISKADEN, DIRECTOR, DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY SERVICES
STATED CURRENTLY IF THE COMMUNICATIONS CENTER WERE TO EVACUATE,
DISPATCH PERSONNEL WOULD NEED TO TAKE PORTABLE RADIOS WITH THEM TO
CONTINUE OPERATIONS OF 9-1-1. WITH COVID RESTRICTIONS DISPATCHERS ARE
NOT ABLE TO SHARE RADIOS. THIS REQUEST IS FOR ADDITIONAL RADIOS SO
EACH DISPATCHER WILL HAVE AN INDIVIDUAL RADIO WHICH WOULD CUT DOWN
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ON DECONTAMINATION TIME AND EXPOSURE SHOULD THERE BE A NEED TO
EVACUATE THE COMMUNICATIONS CENTER.

STRATEGY 4 — INCLUDES REIMBURSEMENTS TO GOVERNMENT AGENCIES SUCH
AS THE PARK DISTRICT, PUBLIC HEALTH, FAMILY AND CHILDREN FIRST COUNCIL
AND THE SOIL AND WATER CONSERVATION DISTRICT. PUBLIC HEALTH HAS
REQUESTED $400K IN VEHICLES AND SUPPLIES IN ANTICIPATION OF MASS
VACCINATION CLINIC NEEDS.

STRATEGY 5 — COVERS EXPENSES FOR PERSONNEL SALARIES SPECIFICALLY AS
RELATED TO TIME TRACKED FOR COVID RELATED SERVICES.

MR. EIGEL IS REQUESTING THE BOARD TO APPROVE THIS SPREADSHEET SO THE
CARES FINANCE COMMITTEE CAN MOVE FORWARD WITH SOME OF THESE ITEMS.
THE NEXT STEPS WILL BE SUBMITTING MEMORANDUMS OF UNDERSTANDING
(MOU) OR SUB GRANT AGREEMENTS, BEFORE THE FUNDING CAN BE DISBURSED
TO OUTSIDE GOVERNMENTAL  AGENCIES, SCHOOLS, AND OTHER
ORGANIZATIONS.

HUMPHREY STATED HE HAS BEEN ABLE TO ATTEND MORE THAN ONE MEETING
DURING THIS TIME RECENTLY DUE TO MOST MEETINGS BEING CONDUCTED VIA
VIRTUAL MEETING. COMMISSIONER PAINTER ASKED PEOPLE TO CONTACT REPS
AND SENATORS REQUESTING THAT THERE BE LEGISLATURE PUT IN PLACE TO
MAKE THE ALLOWANCE FOR VIRTUAL MEETINGS PERMANENT.
